Would not be as well to con 


sider a little as to how many Eng- 
lish words originated before alter- 
ing the spelling or pronunciation 
of the same to suit our own con- 
venience? 

I quite appreciate the fact that 
some of the correct pronuncia- 
tions do not come easily to the 
e, and the spelling of other 
words might be simplified, but on 
the other hand, we must remember 
that there was a definite English 
language with dictionary of core 

t pronunciation and spelli 
ng before Canada or even Am 
ica became populated by the white 
race 

This being so, there appears to 
be no authority for America, Can- 
ada or any other country to pre- 
sume to state definitely that cer- 
tain English words should either be 
spelled pronounced other than 
the or 1 and authentic way. 

More often than not we find 
word “cheque” spelled “che 
which is entirely wrong, as the two 
words ere derived from a different 
source, and have an entirely dif- 
ferent meaning. 

The spelling of many words to- 
day has been apparently corrupted 


by or ig a letter or letters, such 
as “labour,” “colour,” etc., but that 
does not alter the fact that the 
original spelling as above is core 


rect, and the corruption wrong 

I quite agree that the spelling 
and pronunciation of many words 
in the English language might be 
altered to advantage, and the pro- 
per English authorities might well 
consider this. . 

I am thinking of such words as 
“phtk “phlegm.” “gnat,* 
“gnaw,” ete, and while on the sube 
ject it might be as well to cone 
sider the case of words that are 
spelled the same but which have 
an entirely different pronuncia- 
tion according to the sense in 
which they may be used, such as 
the word “reat.” which may be 
pronounced exactly as spelled, or 
if used in the passed tense is pro- 
| pronounced “red.”
